ACTIVE BEARS.

Receipts of Columbia river salmon, at

dull, and 1-160 lower on small refining de-
mand, and more favorable beet crop re-
ports. Refiners are using up their stocks in
preference to entering the market for new
supplies, but conaitions still favor higher
prices, Refined is in good demand and
steady. At Chicago woolens and worsteds
bave been advanced 1234 per eent, and fine
cottons are up 5 per cent. Coffee fatures are
up 25 and 40 points, while spots are ouly
fractionally changed.
. Stock speculntion at New York is narrow
and dull, with & marked tendeney toward
lower prices; the prevalence of low rates for
moprey have no apparent effect in enconrag-
ing buying. The influence of the foreign
markets is adverse, and bear operators sup-
ply nearly all the activity.

Bank clearings at 53 cities tor the week
ended September 25, are §1,200 629456, a
galn over this week last year of 28.6 per
cent.

INCREASE IN IMPORTS,

E. G. Dun & Co.'s weekly review of trade
says: Liguilinion in mearly all kinds of
speculation comes to the disappointment of
many, in counection with the largely in-
creased supplies of money, and prepares the
way for healthier trade in all legitimste
branches.

With lower prices, there ap the de-
sired improvement in exports of produets,
and the decrease for the past three weeks is
now only 40.7 per cenl, compared with last
year. The imports are much enlarged by
effort to get goods into the country before s
new tariff goes into effect, but the current
acconnts of such increase are exaggerated.
The value of all imports for thres weeks has
been but 15 per cent above last year's
record. A consideraple ivcrense appears in
woolens, lineus, silks and other drygoods,
but there 18 a fair prospect that the
merechandise exports will now exceed in
value the imports for the month. Grain
does oot move {reely us yet, but the exports
of cotton exceed last year’s materially, and
provisions move in quite as large quan-
tities.
